Haunted by Howard Crime. 


“I’m not insane," declared Lyons, in the 
Desplaines street station last night! “The 
things I’ ve séen seeth strange to you, but then 
you've never killeda man. I’veseen Howard 
a hundred times since he died. The con- 
fession I've made hasn't relieved me any. 
That will come only when they hang me. 
That's what I deserve and expect.” 

While Lyons says he has been an associate 
of tramps and thieves for years his manner 
indicates he is superior to that class. He 
will not talk of his family or former home, 
and asserts fhat his relatives do not know of 
his whereabouts or condition. 

“I came to Chicago during the exposition,"’ 
he said, “‘and had considerable money. I 
had conducted gambling houses in the west 
and came here to start one. An injury tomy 
leg laid me up for a year and took all my 
money. Then I became associated with 
thieves and hobos and joined them. 

“ Since Howard's death I've had no rest. 
I quit thieving that day and resolved to be 
honest. At first I only dreamed of Howard, 
but then he began to appear before me in 
daylight. He never speaks; just stands near 
me. I’ve seen him in a flash of light while in 
a freight car with hobos, and I've fainted 
many times when he came to me. I've tried! 
to confess many times, but wavered each 
time. Finally, I stole a watch to be sent to 
the bridewell or jail, where I could tell my 
story. I've told it, and now I'm waiting for 
my punishment.”

On the sheriff's behalf, Judge Hantey witl 
be asked by a formal petition to enter a rule 
requiring every member of the county board 
to show cause why he should not be held 
guilty of contempt of court and suffer the 
penalty of imprisonment or fine, or both, be- 
cause of the board’s refusal to provide the 
sheriff with an appropriation sufficient to 
care for sixty-eight employés. | 

This unexpected move is made in conjunc- 
tion with the mandamus proceedings, which 
also will be heard this morning, and by which 
Mr. Barrett is seeking to compel the board 
to loose the purse strings and give his office 
more money. 

Deputies Hunting for Commissioners. 

Fifteen deputy sheriffs scoured the city and 
country towns last night serving notices on 
the fifteen county commissioners that they 
should be ex ly interested in fire pro- 
ceedings which will mark the morning session 
of Judge Hanecy’s court. In Barrett’s ab- 
sence Chief Deputy Peters asserted that 
every effort will be made to convince the 
courts that the county board members should 
be made the.sheriff's official guests in the 
county jail for a brief period or required 
to turn into the county treasury a portion of 
their salaries as fines. 

“Sheriff Barrett is determined to secure

New York, March 4—[Special. }—The struc- 
tural iron manufacturers of the United 
States, with a combined capital of more than 


_$1,000,000,000, have combined to resist the 


demands of their employés for increased 
wages. As a result between 300,000 and 400,- 
000 workmen in the building trader through- 
out the country may be thrown out of em- 


refused in every city of importance in the 
United States. 
In New York the ironworkersa, who are now 


getting 50 cents an hour for eight hours’ daily | 


work, intend to demand 56% cents an hour, ac- 
cording to their present program, and there 
ig talk of'a demand to make wages uniform 
over the country. Demands for higher wages 
will be made in any casa The present wages 
in Buffalo are 35 cents an hour; in Boston, 
87% cents; in Cleveland, 47% cents; and in 
Pittsburg, 45 cents per hour. The manu- 
facturers, however, have determined to make 
a stand this spring. 
Planned at Secret Meeting. 

‘The manufacturers perfected their organi- 
zation at a secret meeting held In this city 
last Tuesday night. 

The organization will be known as the Na- 
tional] Structural Iron Manufacturers’ asso- 
ciation. It has appointed a national commit- 
tee, which will appoint local committees in 
cities represented by it in the next few days. 

Forty companies, with a total capital of 
considerably more than $1,000,000,000, are 
represented in the new organization, which 
is to be incorporated. The members of the 
association will act as a unit in resisting the 
threatened demands. If, as the local unions 
assert, they insist on their demands, lock- 
outs ‘and strikes will follow all over the 
country. 

A representative of the’ American Bridge 
company said tonight that if the structural 
iron workers make no demands the conditions 
will remain as they are. If the demands are 
made they will be resisted in every ¢ity in 
the country. 

Wage Advance Reaches Limit. 

Structural iron manufacturers believe that 
afivancing wages have reached the point at 
which’ it is no longer profitable to build and 
it is considered now that the time has come 
to calla halt. In Chicago trade is dull owing 
to the many strikes. In New York itis brisk 
and a good building year is expected despite 
the fact that millions of dollars are held up 
by the people who wanted to invest money in 
building operations, but are afraid because 
of the forthcoming demands of labor. 

Bricklayers’ unions, which have a mem- 
bership of 8,000, intend to demand 65 cents an 
hour, an advance of 5 cents, on May 1, The

favor of its adoption. ‘ 

“ This resolution,”’ said the senator “ calls 
for the abandonment of the Illinois and 
Michigan canal and refusal on the part of 
the senate to make further appropriations 
for the maintenance of this cash absorbing, 
pestilent ditch. Even the constitutionality 
of such appropriations by the legislature is 
questioned. 

“Many able lawyers’ with whom I have 
discussed this point contend that any appro- ’ 
priation made by the legislature is in con- 
travention with the express terms of this 
constitutional provision.’”

From the year 
21850 to and including 1876, the tolls, the 
only source of commercial revenue, amount- 
ed~to $5,036,176. The gross expenses were 
$2,221,761, making the profits $2,814,415. 

“Since 1877 the balance in the canal’s ac- 

count has been steadily on the wrong side 
@f the book. During the twenty years from 
3876 to 1896 the tollage amounted to $1,309,- 
S22, and the gross expenses were $1,716,134, 
Bhowing a deficit of $406,312. 
“This financial drain has not been suf- 
fered by the state treasury alone. The city 
has also suffered to a great ex- 
tent. ‘ t of constructing, operating, 
and maintaining the canal pumping station 
from 18580 to 1899 amounted to $1,377,080. 


Chicago Is Sandbagged. | 
**In a letter from the commissioner of pub- 
Yic works in Chicago to Mayor Harrison the 
commissioner says: 
“*By means of intimidating legislation at 
Bpringfield they (the canal @oard) compelled 
the city of Chicago to erect pumping works 
at-Bridgeport at a cost of $200,460 for con-

POWERS AS A REFORMER 


STATE SENATOR INTRODUCES “AN- 
TI-CAN RUSHING” MEASURE. 


Presents Also a Bill to Change Justice 
Court System and to Stop Dragging

“The amendment to the dram shop act 
which I have offered,” Senator Powers’ex-

If beer or 
liquor is required by adults they should get 
it themselves. It is a common thing in Chi- 
cago, especially during the noon hour, to see 
boys, carrying numerous cans of beer on a 
pole.

duced to remedy an evil of lon yori 
in Chicago and Cook county. * will do 
away with the taking of business men and 
workingmen from the heart of the city to the 
outlying districts of the county to defend 
suits instituted many times for blackmalil- 
ing. purposes. If this bill becomes a law 
no resident of Chicago can be taken out to 
Orland, Bloom, Norwood Park, or Calumet 
to answer a petty suit. Thiscertainly would 
prove a great relief to the laboring classes, 
who usually have to buy many i es on the 
installment plan.’’: 

Sabath Opposes “Can” Law. 

Justice A. J. Sabath commended Senator 
Powers’ proposed legislation regarding the 
justice shop law and disagreed | with the 
umandment to the liquor law, 

“ The requirement that either the plaintiff 
or defendant shall live in the township 
where the action is brought isa good thing."’ 
gaid the justice last evening. ‘It will stop 
this thing of dragging innocent people from 
one end of the county to the other. I drafted 
such a measure six years ago and sent it to 
Senator Wallace, who afterwards said that 
he received it too late. Many times an action 
has been begun én some little suburb where it 
is impossible for the defendant. to appear at 
the hour set, usually 8 o’clock in the morning, 
and the case goes by default,» 

“I do not know what motive inspired the 
amendment to the liquor law. I think that | 
it would work a hardship in some sections of 
the city. A workingman comes home late in 
the evening ready for his supper and sends 
his boy or girl to a decent saloon for a pint 
of beer. I believe this is better than for 
him to go himself. A man is apt to meet 
friends whom he must treat; he probably 
will spend more money than he shoulé&-and 
perhaps remain until he is intoxicated.” 


Drunkenness in the “Can.”’ 

“I believe that the delivery of beer by 
pails produces drunkenness much sooner than 
when the buyer stands at the bar and drinks 
the liquor he orders,”’ said Justice George C. 
Underwood. “‘Can houses’ are the worst 
places in the city. ‘Can rushers’ has be- 
come a stock term in police courts. The fact 
that the bill has been introduced by Powers 
ought to show how the saloon men feel about 
it. They do not like this class of trade.’’

Order for Desks Defeated. 

After wrangling for two hours over the 
question of embarking in the desk varnish- 
ing business in competition with the so- 
called *‘ school furniture trust,” an amend- 
ment made by Trustee Thompson calling for 
the varnishing, delivery, and installation of 
the desks by the furniture company at 30 
cents each was defeated. | | 

Then the recommendation of Architect 
Mundie that the desks be varnished, hauled, 
and set up by the board of education at 22 
cents a desk, was defeated for lack of the 
eleven yotes necessary for the expenditure 
of funds, and the board found itself in a 
more vexing predicament than it had been 
at the outset of the meeting. 

Before President Mark had time to ren- 
der a decision or call for a vote on Trustee 
Harris’ motion to make the desk question a 
special order for the next meeting, Trustee 
Keating had executed his coup. 

Mey Readvertise for Bids. 

Although the majority of the members be- 
lieve the 6ld bids on the desks are still alive, 
Trustee Gallagher thinks them dead, and is 
making promises to reddvertise. As he is 
active chairman of the buildings and grounds 
committee the desk makers will await anx- 
iously the outcome of the committet meeting 
tomorrow. 

Architect Mundie is of the opinion that he 
can varnish the desks, haul them, and in- 
, stall them at 22 cents apiece; the lowest bid- 
der offers to do the same thing at 30 cents. 

Some members believe the “ trust ’’ can do 
things more cheaply than the architect, and 
others belleve the architect can outdo the 
“trust.'’ Besides this the Keating-Galla- 
gher faction believes the work should be 
given to a Chicago firm instead of the Amer- 
ican School Furniture company, a Michigan 
house. 


Wants Workshop Figures. 
Trustee Gallagher characterized as folly 
the statement that the board could do the 
work more cheaply than the manufactvurer, 
“If the specifications were further 
changed,”’ he said sarcastically, ‘‘ I suppose 
we would get the desks for nothing.

Secretary Shaw today promised Senators

limit of cost. . 

The delegation which waited upon Secre- 
tary Shaw consisted of Senators Cullom and 
Hopkins, Representatives Mann, Boutell, 
Feely, Foster, McAndrews, Mahony, and 
Representative-elect Lorimer. The secre- 
tary was urged to accept the alternate bid of 
Contractor Peirce, which provides for the 
completion of the structure with first class 
material of every kind, including marble 
instead of cement, hardwood instead of pine, 
and bronze doors instead of those of an in- 
ferior quality of material. 

Secretary Shaw told the delegation that he 
was deeply interested in the Chicago bulld- 
ing and would do everything in his power to 
facilitate matters. As an inducement to 
Contractor Peirce to finish the building with 
all possible haste the secretary will offer to 
remit one day’s penalty on the contract for 
finishing the exterior for each day he com- 
pletes the work on the Interior in advance 
of the time specified in the contract. 

There is a provision in this contract which 
gives the government until April 1 to decide 
whether or not it will finish the interior of 
the structure with the best material. It is 
not believed that the secretary will take ad- 
vantage of the option, but will, within a 
few days, decide to award the alternative 
contract to Peirce so as to give him ample 
time to make contracts for the material and 
avoid unnecessary delay. 

It is the understanding here that Peirce 
will do all in his power to complete the build- 
ing before the time specified in the contract 
to relieve himself of the penalties which 
have accrued, although he disavows all re- 


sponsibility for the delay.

The bill is not as far 
reaching as friends of civil service really de- 
gire. It is, however, declared to be a step 
ip the right direction, and, if it can be made 
e lew, future legislatures can strengthen 
its weak points, and give it the vitality it 
geeds in certain sections. 

Chicago Men Heard.

ENGINEERS MAY ACCEPT 
TRATION TODAY. 


Threaten to Call Out All Union Em- 
ployes if Dispute Is Not Adjusted 
Promptly—Trouble Is Not Ex ected 
—Metropolitan “L’* Men 


Dispute to Board of Judge trik- 
ing Men at Gas Company ail to 
Make Any Progress. 


While the engineers were attempting to tie 
up the various slaughtering houses in the 
Union stockyards yesterday afterndon, the 
packers held a meeting and decided to offer 
arbitration.

THE NEW W HAMPSHIRE LICENSE PLAN. 
* As hds already been anticipated in THE 
(nrreune, the recent referendum victory for 
joca] option in Vermont has caused such a 
stir-in New Hampshire that the committee 
on liquor laws is about to report its license 
bill to the legislature, and there is no ques- 
tion that it will be passed in some form by 
that body. 

The bill is in the interests of liberal local 
option; and differs materially from the Ver- 
mout measure. It provides for a license 
commission of three members, who prac- 
tically will. have control of the entire liquor 
situation in New Hampshire. They are to 
be appointed for a term of six years, and as 
their’ political “ pull.” will be a strong one 
they are to be removed beyond the reach of 
temptation by most liberal salaries. They 
will award licenses with or without a hear- 
itig,; as they may elect, and at the outset will 
award them to each city as if it had already 
voted. for licetise. Seven classes of licenses 
gre provided for (1) to sell liquor of any kind 
to be drunk on the premises, to be issued to 
inmholders only; (2) to sell liquor of any kind 
to be drunk on the premises; (3) to sell liquor 
of-any kihd not to be drank on the premises; 
(4)-to sell malt liquors, cider, or light wines 
to be drunk on the premises; (5) for retail 
druggists, malt liquors excepted ; (6) to keep- 
erg of railroad restaurants to sell malt liquor, 
cider, and light wines; and (7) to sell liquor 
of any kind to be drunk on the premises in 
clubs and associations. 

“No person not a citizen of the United 
States and resident of New Hampshire can 
have a license, and in case of a copartner- 
ship one or more of the company, owning at 
Jeast half the business, must reside in the 
state. The licenses: Tange from $250 to 
$1,000, and the proceeds are to be divided 
squally between the city or town and the 
county, the board not to license in apy town 
more than one saloon for every 500 inhmb- 
itants. While licenses are to be permitted 
ini dll the cities at the start, with the privilege 
of a Yote in 1906 and every four years there- 
after, in the towns conditions are to remain 
as at present unless the selectmen deem a 
special election necessary or advisable on 
their own volition. If so, they must call 
such an election upon — 4 10 per cent 
pf-the legal voters. .

become’ a. mere tender, a mere bender of the

This is*righteous indignation. It is, in- 
deed, subversive of sound theories of gov- 
ernment that any one of ninety senators may 
become a legislative highwayman and stop 
the coach of legislation and refuse to let it 
go ahead until the passengers give him what 
he wants. The one man power has come to 
be the striking ‘characteristic of the Ameri- 
can senate. The president can veto a bill 
and it takes two-thirds to overrnie him. A 
senator has a more effective veto. In the 
closing hours of a session it cannot be over- 
ruled, Senator Carter talked a river and 
harbor bill to death. Senator Morgan has 
prevented the ratification of the Panama 
treaty. Senator Tillman would have killed 
some appropriation bills if he had not been 
given $47,000 for his state, It is the law of 
the senate that nothing shall be done ex- 
cept by unanimous consent. There are in 
the senate ninety sovereigns, and if any one 
of them objects to a bill he cannot be co- 
erced into permitting it to pass. He must 
be placated. Some measure he favors must 
be put through. 

Cannon says the must be 
lashed into:majority rule and the house of 
representatives must force theissue. When 
Mr. Cannon becomes speaker he may en- 
deavor to stir up the house to action. But 
what can “‘\righteous sentiment” do? The 
senate is far above popular sentiment and 
is heedless of it. What can the house do? 
How can it force an unwilling majority to 
rule? Every sengtor, whatever his political 
creed may be, has an exalted opinion of the 
dignity of his office, and ‘considers it unbe- 
coming that a@ majority should rule him. 
While senators are indignant often because 
the enactment of legislation they favor is 
obstructed by the unanimous consent rule, 
they will not give up the rule, because it will 
deprive them of power they may wish to use 
a day later. Irate senators say sometimes 
that a majority must be allowed to govern, 
and that they favor “a reasonable clotyre 
rule,” but they do not mean it. | 
The evil is obvious. It should be reme- 
died, but senators alone can apply the rem- 
edy, and they will not., The senate has be-, 
come something the framers of the consti- 
tution did not intend it’ to be—a body of 
talkative oligarchs. Undoubtedly the house 
of representatives should not become the 
recorder of the will of one man in the upper 
house—as this week it became the recorder 
of the will of Senator Tillman. Represen- 
tatives‘may well fume and rage when they 
see themselves in so humiliating a position 
and when they can discern no signs of a 
change for the better. Senatorial preten- 
sions and prerogatives are extreme now, 
but they will be carried still further unless 
some corrective can be found soon. The

THE LATEST LABOR INJUNCTION. 
The officers of the order of the Brother-_ 
hood of Railway Trainmen and of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen have 
been ordered by Judge Adams of the United. 
States District court at St. Louis “ to desist 
and refrain frém in any way or manner or- 
dering, coercing, persuading, inducing, or 
otherwise causing, directly or indirectly,” 
the employés of the Wabash railroad com- 
pany to quit its service. 
been authorized by the members of the two 
brotherhoods to declare a strike if certain 
demands made upon the railroad company 
are not granted, and a strike would have 
been ordered but for the mandate of the 
court. The employés are not forbidden to 
quit work, and can strike if they choose, 
but they cannot go on a strike in the manner 
provided by the rules of their organizations.

Attorney General James S. Harlan is about 
to resign and return to Chicago. He made 
@ personal sacrifice when he yielded to the 
urgent request from Washington that he 
should go to Porto Rico. He was assured 
that the government needed him there. He 
has worked hard and well, and believes he 
has done all that can fairly be required of 
him. 

Other members of the Porto Rican gov- 
ernment—the treasurer and commissioner 
of: the interior—are about to resign. Their 
work is hard, the pay is not large, and the 
Porto Rican climate is enervating. Every 
effort will be. made to find men as good as 
those who are leaving the island, but it 
will not be a simple matter. It was easier 
to get men to go to Porto Rico to start a 
government properly than it is to get them 
to go there to keep it running properly, and 
yet all the good constructive work which 
has. been done will go for naught if the 
offices are not always filled by competent 
men. 

There is no special glory to be won in 
Porto Rico now. There is none of the 
éclat which attaches to a new departure. 
Political revolutions at home may throw 
a competent man out of office, and when 
he gets back to the United States he may 
find himself out of the race. Until reason- 
able permanency of tenure with a prospect | 
of advancement is assufed to men filling 
the important places in the insular depend- 
encies it will often be extremely difficult 
to get the best men. 


| ENLARGING LINCOLN "PARK. 

Two hundred and fifteen acres of land 
ean be added to Lincoln park for $1,000,000. 
That will be a little over $4,600 an acre. 
The park board if granted a million dollars 
will -be able, after condemning whatever 
riparian rights may exist, to fill in the sub- 
merged lands north of Fullerton ' avenue, 
ptovide the necessary shore protection, coy- 
er the new made land with a top dressing 
of rich soil, make roads and lagoons, set 
out plants, and have a new park area ready 
for use. All this can be done with $1,000; 

000, while it will cost $2,000,000 to buy the 
small parcel.of twenty-one acres adjoining 
the northwest corner of the park. 

If the bill now before the legislature, 
which is favored by the park board, becomes 
a law, the town of Lake View, which has 
no debt, will be authorized to contract an 
indebtedness of $1,000,000. It is not pro- 
posed that this shall be done without the 
expressed approval! of the people. The bil! 
has a referendum clause for the submission 
of the question to the voters of the town. 
If they do not care to have the park en- 
larged in a way which will be of special 
benefit to them, they wil] vote in the nega- 
tive, but it cannot be assumed that they 
will do that. The legislature should pass 
the enabling act and give them an oppor- 
tunity to bond the town, 

Lincoln park is not large enough to ac- 
commodate the people who wish to seek 
recreation there. There is no other way 
in which the park area can be expanded 
so considerably and at s0 little cost as it 
‘ean be done by the filling in of the sub- 
merged lands suggested by the park com- 
missioners. They should be given the 
money they need. They will make an ex- 
use of it.

ably older than that of Canterbury, founded 
by St. Augustine, and the first sixteen 
prelates who exercised Episcopal sway over 
London, bore the title of archbishop. 


Of course this plan has called forth many 
phases of English law in connection with 
the church unkriown to the general layman. 
Thus it°appears that while the last pan- 
Anglican conference carried a resolution de- 
claring that the Anglican communion might 
in each province create its own archbisfiop, 
with the result that the Canadian church has 
erected the two arshbishoprics of Ontario 
and Rupertsiand, in England itself it fis only | 
by act of parliament that a province and 
an archbishopric can be created. 

In fact, consent of parliament is even need- 

ed for the creation of a bishopric in England, 
while’ an order in council—that is to say, of 
the privy council—is sufficient for the crea- 
tion of suffragans or for bishoprics outside 
of England. 
' For some tinie bie a bill has been before 
parliament for the creation of a bishopric 
of Southwark, destined to relieve the bishop 
of London of some of his work. But the 
Southwark bishopric bill has been held up 
by the government itself, owing to the con- 
viction that it is Inadequate to meet the 
requirements of the situation, and that the 
entire problem will be dealt with more satis- 
factorily by the creation of an archbishopric 
of London. 
. King Edward's hand is apparent in all 
this. For where questions of prerogative 
and administration are concerned he is 
keen about his position as supreme head 
of the Church of England, though I fear that 
by some of the more strait laced Angli- 
cans he will scarcely be regarded as having 
lived up to the requirements of his dignity 
as Summus Episcopus of the Church of 
England in attending a dinner and bridge 
party given by Lord and Lady Farquhar at 
their town house in Grosvenor square on Ash 
Wednesday last. —

It must be added, however, that these honors 
were conceded in connection with the pub- 
lic act of ‘Sontrition by King Alexander— 
rfamely: his pilgrimage with his consort to 
the tomb of his father, King Milan, who lies 
buried: on Austro-Hungarian soil, in the 
Kruzsedol monastery. 
The latter was founded in 1486 by the royal 
monk George Brankovich, whose father, the 
last czar of old Servia, had been blinded 
by Sultan Murat II. after the destruction 
of the Servian empire, and who ended his 
days there. The monastery gradually be- 
came a center of Servian national piety, hal- 
lowed by many venerable Servian traditions, 
and it was there that Emperor Francis 
Joseph caused Milan to be entombed under 
a magnificent monument, erected there. at 
his own expense, when the exiled kirig died 
at Vienna, abandoned by his only son. 

There is a certain poetry in this pilgrimage 
of the present king of Servia to the monas- 
tery founded by the son of the last emperor 
of Servia, whose throne was destroyed by 


a moment when Servian Macedonia—a part 
of the ol@ empire of Servia—threatens to join 
with the remainder of Macedonia in revolt 
against: Turkish rule, 

The more prosaic aspect of the affair is 
the recognition of Queen Draga by Austria- 
Hungary, the first of the foreign powers to 
accord her royal honors.

Miss Butler had warned the mothers not 
ao be frightened if’ their children were a 
“little bit slangy.”’ 


Rag Time Is Like Mersles. 


“Rag time is just op measles, mumps, 

* and whooping cough,” said Miss - Butler. 

“Everybody's got to fa it, and you must 
wink at it a little bit.” 

“Get the children interested in hymnology: 
there is no study more interesting. The 
lives of Luther and Wesley are excellent 
reading and carinot fall to interest any boy. 
Let them study Charles and Watt ahd their 
hymns. Luther and Wesley will be of par- 
ticular interest to the boys. They were such 
rugged, strong men; the kin boys like to 
fread about.’’ 

Besides foregoing the pleasure of humming 
fag time, boys and girls had other rules laid 
‘Gown for their behavior by the councizduring 
fts session yesterday and so did wives. | 
“The children and- the mother ought to 
fead to the father in the evenings after he 
has come home from work,’’ declared Miss 
Butler. “Too often the father reads to 
them: This is not right. The father comes 
home tired after a strenuous day and ought 
to be read to.

Miss Butler urged that selfishness underlies

Bertha M. Clay Novel Scored. 

Such novels as those written by Bertha M. 
Clay and the ‘“‘ Duchess’ were condemned. 
“The first thing to learn is whether or not 
your children’s favorite heroes and heroines 
excite a morbid craving for anything un- 
wholesome. There must be a middle between 
the sensational and the ‘preachy’ stories.

“This kind of reading,’’ continued Miss 
Butler, ‘‘ is found in the lives and biographies 
of missionaries and great men in arts and let- 
ters. Give, your children as many lives of 
missionaries as you can. They are all good 
and thrilling. The Rollo books are a trifle old

SAYS BABIES WILL THRIVE 
IF FED SKIMMED MILK. 


Miss Margaret B. Wilson of Bellevue 
College Holds That Prejudice Against 
the Fluid Is Al} a Mistake. i 


The common prejudice against ‘“ skim 
milk’’ is all wrong, says Miss Margaret B. 
Wilson of Bellevue Medical college. Such 
milk often is better for babies than is the 
unskimmed article. 

Miss Wilson, who has been working along 
the lines of the physiologists of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago, has published an account 
of her work in the American Journal of 
Physiology. Pigs brought up on skimmed 
milk thriyed as vigorously as the pigs not 
subjected to this experiment. Inasmuch as 
the building up processes of pigs and infants 
are much alike, Miss Wilson reasons that 
skimmed milk .will do for Infants. 

‘“‘When milk fat disagrees with an infant 
there seems to be reason to believe that 
skimmed milk can be fed to the infant with- 
out prejudicial effect,” said Miss Wilson, 
“and it is certain that if a little milk sugar 
is added the nutritive effects will be good.”

$100 BILL: GIFT OF LINCOLN. 


‘Miss Bridget Dee Charges Nephew, 


‘Presented to Her by Martyr President 


An elderly woman wept yesterday 4s she 
told in Judge Horton's court how a $100 bill, 
given her by Abraham Lincoln to aid in her 
search for a brother wounded in battle, had 
been taken from her by her nephew. The 
woman was Miss Bridget Dee of Rochester, 
N. Y., who charges Chates R. Heath of Chi- 
cago with ‘using $500 which she had intrusted 
to Heath’s wife, now dead. 

“*T saved that bill when I had not another 
cent in the world,”’ shesaid. ‘‘ I never would 
have parted with it. President Lincoln gave 
it to me during the civil war. -I had three 
brothers when the war began. They all en- 
listed. First the youngest was killed, then 
the oldest, and then I learned that the other 
brother was mortally wounded and in a hos- 
pital. I had but little money. I hastened to 
Washington, where I saw Secretary Stanton. 
I appealed ‘to him to help me get news from 
the front and to reach my wounded brother. 
He took me to the president. 

“I told my story to Mr. Lincoln and he 
wept as he heard it, and he thanked me for 
the services the boys had rendered the coun- 
try. I learned that the brother was dead. 
Secretary Stanton gave mea return ticket to 
Rochester, and Mr. Lincolp, with tears in his 
eyes, pressed the $100 bill into my hand as he 
said good-by. It meant a great deal to me, 
and now Charlie has spent it.’’ 

Heath married a niece of Miss Dee. He 
had a box in the Northern Trust company’s 
vaults, and Miss Dee’s money was deposited 
in the box. Mrs. Heath died, and to pay the 
bills, Heath is said to have drawn the money 
of his wife and Miss Dee and used it. Miss 
Dee tried to get the money, or some security, 
but she says it was refused, although Heath 
owns real estate on the west side. 

Miss Dee now wishes to drop the prosecu- 
tion. “‘ I could not see Charlie go to prison,”’ 
she said. ‘“* Since his arrest he has promised 
he would‘give me security for the payment 
of the money, but they will not let me drop 
the cage.”’

The occasion was the 125th anniversary of 
the birth of Robert Emmet and the cele- 
bration was given under auspices of the 
United Irish societies, The green flag or 
Ireland was conspicuous in the decorations, 
but not more so than the flag of the adopted 
country of the sons of Erin. 

Unbounded enthusiasm characterized the 
meeting. ‘When, Mr. Devlin was introduced 
it was some minutes before the applause sub- 
sided. The ‘hand clapping was vigorous 
whenever the approaching freedom of Ire- 
land was mentioned and the names of Em- 
met, Parnell, Dillon, and Redmond evoked 
similar demonstrations, 


Irishmen Building Up America. 

“Irishmen by force of their intellect, en- 
ergy, and perseverance have gone far to 
build up this country,” said. Mr. Devlin. 
** Wherever I have gone in the United States 
their progress and their strength is manifest- 
ed. If this is possible In a country where 
one man is no better nor worse than an- 
other, why is it we are denied equal rights in 
our own dear land. In Boston I see an Irish 
mayor chosen because of his fitness. In Ire- 
land I see a governor and his minister aliens. 

** Robert Emmet, the sweetest patriot Ire- 
land ever has known—not because of any 
great national achieyement, but because of 
his heroic self-sacrifice—was the’ ideal revo- 
lutionist, because he led a revolution. The 
United Irish societies are the real revolution- 
ists of today—not promoting any fantastic 
appeal to force that would be suppressed by 
the might of England as soon as it had been 
given birth—but applying their courage and 
intellect to a moral and practical revolution. 

“ Ireland is fighting for more.than political 
recognition. It.is fighting for the last rem- 
nant of our race on Irish soil. During the 
last fifty years the populativn of Ireland has 
| decreased 4,500,000. lt is decreasing at the 
rate of 40 000 ayear. How long ' will it be be- 
fore we are sistas y without a country, like

Not- 
withstanding the ot hace effort to show the 
wisdom of this course through his firm con- 
victions, the author has succeeded in making 
his pages readable and informing rather than 
controversial. 
Beginning by descriptions of the ships of 
our forefathers in the colonies and with a 
chapter expository of rigs and models, he 
cites the ‘t mengorable fact that the first real 
act of the first congress of thy United States 
contained vigorous provisions for the protee- 
tion of the American merchant marine.” A 
later act (the third of this congress) gave 
American built and’ American owned vessels 
an incalculable advantage through far lower 
tonnage charges than those assessed against 
foreign ships. In 1817 came the absolute pro- 
tection to the coasting traffic through the 
prohibition by congress @f foreign vessels’ 
from participation in this business. As evi- 
dence of the wisdom and forethought em- 
bodied in this action, we are shown the ton- 
nage employed in coastwise traffic, which 
has since increased steadily year by year. On 
the other hand, he points out that our deep 
sea fleet of 1810, which stands as the high 
water mark of our merchant marine in the 
foreign trade, was larger by 164,000tons than 
our registered fleet of 1900.

%c to Sec and closed easy at this decline. as 
compared with Tuesday's latest figures. The 
ng influence was principally a sub- 

stantial increase in estimated Argentine 
Shipments for the weck. These were 2,400,- 
pe bu, as compared with 1,068,000 bu a year 
CaBies contributed an easy tone to the 
opening. and the initial trade was so light 
as to hold out poor prospects for a good 
Gay business. As the session advanced the 
conditions did not become much better; 
orders on either side of the market in sub- 
stantial quantities were scarce, and the re- 
sult Was a somewhat draggy day. Around 
noon the May price reached T7%c after early 
wales at 77%{c. When the market was at its 
best it was affected by predictions of unset- 
tied Weather, rain in the southwest and snow 
in the northwest. But even around the high 
prices the trade, until lete in the day, was 
not much inclined to sell liberally. The sell- 
fing disposition was checked by fears of pos- 
siblé crop damage talk, which might come 
into the market at any time and would 
doubtless have a strengthening effect on 
‘prices.

All Cables Some Lower. 


_At no times were cables anything of a 
help to holders. At the opening Liverpool 
was 44 lower, London unchanged to 4d off, 
and Paris \%c lower. Berlin was about un- 
changed, while Buda-Pesth was \d lower. 
The English markets were more or less de- 
pressed by reports that Liverpool mer- 
chants were again buying Russian wheat. 
These reports affected the export inquiry, 
which was considerably reduced. New York 
reported five loads of wheat, but did little 
or no fresh business because the market

*The northwestern cash markets were 
strong, Minneapolis reporting elevator in- 
terests as steady buyers.

Answers to the 
various questions asked have been received 
from 371 tons in Illinois, 117 in Indiana, 252 
in Iowa, 114 In Kansas, 33 in Missouri, 119 
in Nebraska, and 63 fn Ohio. These report 
an average of 31.6 rise in values of farm 
land during the last four years. The aver- 
age yield of corn in 1902 is put down at 40.3 
bu per acre, as compared with 24.8 in 1901. 
The amount of corn in farmers’ hands is re- 
ported at 42.5, as compared with 28.9 a year 
ago. Reserves of oats are 30.6, against 24.9 
-Hogs being fed average 95.4 of 
last year, and cattle 114.9. As to the quality 
of corn, Illinois reports it much better, In- 
diana good, Iowa poor, Kansas much better, 
Missouri better, Nebraska about the | ‘same, 
and Ohio not so good. 

On the basis of Mr. Phillips’ figures, the 
government report should show corn re- 
serves of 1,062,000,000 bu.

Stock Rates Changed. 

Members of the governing committee of 
the Chicago stock exchange voted yesterday 
to amend the rates of.commissions, making 
the charge % of 1 per cent on small as well 
as large lots with a minimum of $1.25. The 
question of changes in| commissions has 
been discussed for a good while. The new 
rates will not become efféecfive until after 
having been ted for one week on the ex- 
change, but no doubt is entertained that 
they will be approved by the members, since 
the changes are made upon a petition hav- 
ing 115 signatures.
